Mr. Wicker explained that farmers 
are not only able to effect a great sav- 
ing in the actual price of their petrol- 
eum products used on the farm, but 
they are able to get a much higher 
quality of product. The materials 
are all thoroughly tested in the farm- 
er’s own central laboratories. He says 
that while the company is organized 
so that it can buy any kind of product 
for the farmer, it is now only tackling 
the buying of gasoline; kerosene, oils, 
and grease. The supplies are distribu- 
ted country-wide to the farmers 
through eighteen codperative supply 
companies organized under the state co- 
operative marketing law. 

In both selling and buying organiza- 
tion, farmers are permitted by the law 
to .transact their business without 
doing it in restraint of trade. It takes 
eleven farmers to start one of these 
organizations. They must be residents 
of the state and producers, of agri- 
cultural products under the provisions.
